She took him at his word, and believed that 
he was the owner of vast estates in Germany. 
They removed to New York and lived on the 
wife’s small fortune, the Baron in the mean­ 
time making great efforts to get his financial 
affairs adjusted. Last week he told her of 
another fortune thathad been left him in Ger­ 
many, and she gave him all the remaining 
money she had exceptiug $60, and he went 
out to buy steamship tickets for himself and 
her. He has not yet returned, neither is his 
name on the list of any outgoing ship. The 
lady, however, sailed on the Gallia, hoping to 
overtake him in London. She may not find 
him, but will probably obtain the satisfaction 
of learning that his title is bogus. 
Dr. Gyles of New York exhibited a de 
grce of politeness to his wife yesterday which 
ought to make an impression upon all per­ 
sons intending suicide. He called at her 
room with a glass in his hand containing a 
white mixture, and after conversing on va 
rious subjects pleasantly asked her to take a 
drink. She declined, as she does not like 
magnesia, which she supposed it was. After 
she had gone he drank the preparation him" 
self, and a few minutes later was in the ago­ 
nies of death. He had wanted his wife to 
die with him, but did not urge her. A less 
courteous gentleman would have hunted her 
down with a revolver, and given her all the 
lead in the weapon except the contents of one 
barrel reserved for himself. Mrs. Gyles lives 
to wed again. 
T he New York Press to-day wholly relin 
quishes the position which it took a few 
weeks ago, that the next Presidential election 
could not be conducted on the apportionment 
of Representatives following the eleventh 
census. It has heard from Gen. Francis A 
Walker, Superintendent of the tenth census 
and from Representatives Cannon, McKinley 
and Bayne. These gentlemen all agree that 
tbe election can and must proceed on the new 
apportionment, which will probably be made 
by the 51st Congress. The Press also^quotes 
the precedents recently cited by the F re e ­ 
man on the subject, which showed that in 
four Presidential elections the very thing had 
been done which the former paper once 
thought could not be done.

461,09 8 to $41,57 1,7 15 during the five mo nths 
ending w ith March as co mpared with the co f- 
respo ndine mo nths o ne y ear earlier.

They sho w that Euro pean pur 
chasers arc no t scared no r angered by the suc­ 
cess o f the pro tective principle in o ur elec­ 
tio ns.

These are undo ubtedly 
wives and children. 
The Mo rmo n church 
appears to be o rganized o n the plan o f Arte- 
mas W ard’s regiment o f Brigadier Generals, 
which co ntained o ne lo neso me private w ho m 
each Brigadier to o k a turn at drilling till he 
was drilled to death. 
The parallel is defec­ 
tive, ho wever, because the Brigadiers were 
no t required to furnish any recruits, where 
as the Mo rmo n o fficer is expected to co n­ 
tribute at least two who are to be his wives. 
If these are energetic and skillful at the 
washtub o r in the po tato field, he has a co n­ 
stituency adequate to his entire suppo rt, and 
hence is able to give his who le time to his o f­ 
ficial duties.

The Assembly , with but two dissenting 
vo tes, has passed a bill autho rizing the Go v­ 
erno r to appo int a Co mmissio n o f five per­ 
so ns to repo rt to the Legislature at its next 
sessio n whether it is no t expedient to remo ve 
the state priso n no w situated at Sing Sing to 
so me co unty in the eastern part o f the state 
o ther than Westchester. 
The principal advo cate o f this measure was 
Gen. J ames W. Husted. who demanded the 
change o f site o n the gro und that the state 
priso n o ught to he lo cated in a place where 
the co nvicts co uld wo rk at quarry ing and 
agricultural emplo y ments w hich wo uld Do t 
interfere with ho nest labo r to any great ex­ 
tent. 
It is also evident that o ne reaso n why 
he favo rs the bill is that tlie co unty o f West­ 
chester, o f which he is o ne o f the Represen­ 
tatives in the Legislature, is tired o f having 
the state priso n within its o wn limits, and 
wants so me o ther co unty to take it. It is said 
that the presence o f the priso n at Sing Sing 
tends greatly to lessen the value o f pro perty 
alo ng that part o f the Hudso n. 
But what co unty desires to assume the 
burden which thus seems to he to o disagree­ 
able fo r Westchester? 
The bill co ntemplates 
the selectio n o f the new site in so me co unty 
which will be east o f the Sixth J udicial dis­ 
trict. 
The easternmo st co unties o f that dis­ 
trict are Otsego , in which Co o pcrslo wn is sit­ 
uated, and Delaware, o f which the shire 


to wn is Delhi. 
Itw o uld .hardly .be deemed 
expedient to cho o se a site as far no rth as 
Albany co unty , o r as far so uth as Orange; so 
that the cho ice wo uld appear to lie between 
Greene. Ulster and Sullivan. 
It will Ik? interesting to hear what the in 
habitants o f these co unties have to say o n the 
subject. 
In selecting the Co mmissio n it 
wo uld be well fo r the Go verno r to appo int 
so me members fro m tho se lo calities which 
are deemed mo st likely to affo rd a mo re suit­ 
able site fo r the state priso n than that at Sing 
Sing. 
If any chang® is to be made it sho uld 
be to a co unty which is willing to have the 
priso n within its bo rders.

EXPORTS INCREASING. 


The report of exports of breadstuffs and 
provisions issued from the Bureau of Statis­ 
tics for March contradicts the Democratic as­ 
sertion that business shows no improvement 
since the election.

The Assembly, with but two dissenting 
votes, has passed a bill authorizing the Gov 
ernor to appoint a Commission of five per 
sons to report to the Legislature at its next 
session whether it is not expedient to remove 
the state prison now situated at Sing Sin 
some county in the eastern part of the state 
other than Westchester. 
The principal advocate of this measure was 
Gen. James W. H usted, who demanded the 
change of site on the ground that the state 
prison ought to be located in a place where 
the convicts could work at quarrying and 
agricultural employments which would not 
interfere with honest labor to any great ex 
tent. 
It is also evident ihat one reason why 
he favors the bill is that the county of West 
Chester, of which he is one of the Represen 
tatives in the Legislature, is tired of havin 
the state prison within its own limits, and 
wauts some other county to take it. It is said 
that the presence of the prison at Sing Sing 
tends greatly to lessen the value of property 
along that part of the Hudson. 
But what county desirei to assume the 
burden which thus seems to be too disagree 
able for Westchester? 
The bill contemplates 
the selection of the new site in some county 
which will be east of the 8ixth Judicial dis 
trict. 
The easternmost counties of that dis 
trict are Otsego, in which Cooperstown is sit 
uated, and Delaware, of which the shire

It is known that 146 men lost their lives in 
the great disaster, hut of that number about 
only 40 bodies have been recovered.

Schoonmaker, although the identification was 
not positive.

The case of Jeannette,Ella and Edgar NeW- 
kirk, inlauts; by their Guardian, against thr 
Northwestern Aid Association, lately tried 
before Judge Mayham, in Kingston.conlaiucd 
an interesting point. 
The plaintiffs were the 
children of the late DeWitt H. Newkirk, a 
former resident of Kingston, whose business 
failure and suicide in the City of Rochester, 
in July, 1887, is still remembered v During 
his life Newkirk took out policies of life in­ 
surance to a considerable amount, the policies 
generally bciug payable to his wife t>r chil­ 
dren. 
Among other companies lie took out 
a policy with the Northwestern Aid Associa­ 
tion. 
This company is a corporation organ­ 
ized under the laws of the State of Illinois 
for business as a Co-opeiatU’c of 
life association or society. 
When the policy 
was applied for Newkirk, in answer to the 
question “ to whom do you desire the money 
paid in case of death,” said, “ My cousin. 
Charles A. Schemerhorn.” After Newkirk’s 
death, Schemerhorn assigned the policy to the 
children of Newkirk above named, 
The 
amount of the policy is $ 3,300. The Company 
claimed that the policy is 
u ltra circs because by 
their charter they are only authorized to issue 
policies to relatives, and that Schemerhorn 
was no relative. Though it was stated that he 
was a cousin “ they were not cousins, or in 
any way related except that the wife of 
Schemerhorn and the wife of Newkirk were 
first cousins.” Counsel for plaintiffs claimed 
that the local agent of the company who took 
the policy, knew all the facts regarding the 
relationship, and that as Ihe policy was made 
payable to Schemerhorn 
“ or Newkirk’s 
heirs ” under p. decision of the Courts of Il­ 
linois, it was a valid contract. 
Judge May­ 
ham decided the case in favor of the plainti ff 
for the full amount, with interest thereon 
from October 31, 1887.

THE LATE CAPTAIN SCHOONMAKER. 
Stood F aithful to tho L ast — N um ber c 
Bm lics Recovered. 
The details regarding the destruction of 
the \ atidnlia and the death of Captain C 
Marius Sehoonmaker were icad with interest 
by people of this City on Sunday. The 
Pastor of SI. John’s Episcopal Church 
Kingston, the Rev. L. T. Wattson, in a ser 
mon which lie preached after the news first 
came of Captain Schoonmaker’s death, said. 
“ When tlie full reports come from Samoa it 
will be known that Captain Sehoonmaker was 
faithful to the last.” The Associated Press 
reports show tlmt though seriously-injured 
the night before, the Captain during the ter­ 
rible storm stood at bis post by the side of his 
second officer, Lieutenant Carlin, and though 
too weak from his injuries to climb into the 
rigging, be refused to take a life-preserver be 
cause there were not enough for all. Cap 
tain Sehoonmaker was faithful to the last. 
It is known that 146 men lost their lives in 
the great disaster, but of that number about 
only 40 bodies have been recovered. Some 
of the natives of the Islands found a body on 
the coast, and from the description they gav 
it is believed to have been that of Captain 
Sehoonmaker, although the identification was 
not positive.

CONTAINS AN INTERESTING POINT. 
• Recover llte A m ount of an Insurance 
JPolicV—The Frt«!t<. 
The case of Jeannette,Ella and Edgar New­ 
kirk, infants; by their Guardian, against the 
Northwesiehi Aid Association, lately tried 
before Judge Mayham, in Kingston,contained 
an interesting point. The plaintiffs were the 
children of the late DeWitt H. Newkirk, a 
former resident of Kingston, whose busiucss 
failure and suicide in the City of Rochester, 
in July, 1887, Is still remembered. During 
his lift Ncwkifk took out policies of life In­ 
surance to a considerable amount, the policies 
generally beiug payable to his wife or chil­ 
dren. Among other companies he took out 
a policy with the Northwestern Aid Associa­ 
tion. This company Is a corporation organ­ 
ized under the laws of the Stnte of Illinois 
for business its it Co-operatlVc of nsSt’Pshitrf 
life association or society. When the policy 
was applied for Newkirk, in answer to the 
question “to whom do you desire the money 
paid in case of death,” said, “My cousin, 
Charles A. Scliemerhorn.” After Newkirk’s 
death, Scliemerhorn assigned the policy to the 
children of Newkirk above named. The 
amount of the policy is $3,800. Theeoirtpdny 
claimed that the policy is ultra ciirs because by 
their charter they are only authorized to issue 
policies to relatives, and that Scliemerhorn 
was no relative. Though it was stated that he 
was a cousin “ they were not cousins, or in 
any way related except that the wife of 
Scliemerhorn and the wife of Newkirk were 
first cousins.” Counsel for plaintiffs claimed 
that the local agent of the company who took 
the policy, knew all the facts regarding the 
relationship, and that as the policy was made 
payable to Scliemerhorn “ or Newkirk’s 
lieirs ” under a decision of the Courts of Il­ 
linois, it was a valid contract. Judge May 
ham decided the case in favor of the plainti ff 
for the full amount, with interest thereon 
from October 81, 1887.

EXPORTS INCREASING. 


The report of exports of breadstuffs and 
provisions issuer! from the Bureau of Stat is­ 
tle* for March contradicts the Democratic as­ 
sertion that business shows no improvement 
since the election. 
Thus the amount of 
breadstuffs exported during March laM was 
$9,686,481, against $9,281,553 in March, 
1886. 
For the three months ending with 
March the export was $28,768,471, against

ULSTER COUNTY’S OPPORTUNITY. 


T h e I’r o i'in f d K cm u v iil o f th e S ta te P ris o n . 
[From the New-York Sun.J 
The Assembly, with but two dissenting 
votes, has passed a bill authorizing the Gov­ 
ernor to Hppoint a Commission of five per­ 
sons lo riqiort lo the Legislature at its next 
session whether it is not expedient to remove 
the state prison now situated at Sing Sing to 
some county iu the eastern part of the state 
other than Westchester. 
The principal advocate of this measure wits 
Gen. James VV. Rusted, who demanded■ th e 
I change of site on the ground tbut the state 
prison ought to be located in a place where 
the convicts could work at quarrying and 
agricultural employments which would Dot 
interfere with honest labor to atty great ex­ 
tent. 
It is also evident that one reason why 
he favors the bill is that the county of West­ 
chester, of which he is one of the Represen­ 
tatives in the Legislature, is tired of having 
the stale prison within its own limits, and 
w ants some other county to take it. It is said 
that the presence of the prison at Sing Sing 
tends greatly to lessen the v due of property 
along that part of the Hudson. 
But what county desires lo assume the 
burden which thus seems to tie too disagree­ 
able for Westchester? The bill contemplates 
the selection of the new site in some county 
which will be east of the Sixth Judicial dis­ 
trict. 
The easternmost counties of that dis­ 
trict are Otsego, in which Cooperstown is sit­ 
uated, and Delaware, of which the shire 


towu is Delhi. 
It would hardly be deemed 
expedient to choose a site as far north as 
Albany county, or as far south as Orange; so 
that the choice would appear to lie between 
Greene. Ulster and Sullivan. 
It will Ik* interesting to hear what the in 
habitants of these counties have to say on the 
subject. 
In selecting the Commission it 
would be well for the Governor to appoint 
some members from those localities which 
nix* deemed most likely to afford a more suit­ 
able site for Hie state prison than that at Siu<r 
Sing. 
lf any chang*is to be made it should 
bt* to a county which is willing to have the 
prison w ithin its borders.
